WHETHER there is complete factual

Napoleon’s historic retreat

Not only in the Moscow sector, but all the 
way from the Halt ic to the Black sea, the 
Russians report smashing gains for their 
armies, and German retreats which, at 
rome points, are characterized as ‘ dis­ 
ordered frights ’’ 


Has the ire begun to crack'* 
Is his 
Russian debacle the forerunner of Hitler’s 
Waterloo? 
It would be over-optimism to 
V' ut are such a forecast at this stage of the 
war 
Napoleon had a fairly tight strangle­ 
hold on much of the continent of Europe, 
but he had no powerful Oriental ally, such 
ft 
Hitler possesses, to divert 
the 
naval 
Hi rent? ti* of his adversaries to the other 
fide of the world 
And it must be remem­ 
bered that, although the Russian disaster 
was N poi eon s first rpajor reverse and the 
tim in g point, of his military career, he 
grttributed his own eventual and complete 
d*lea* to British sea power. 
Britain still ha* preponderance of sea 
power and now the American navy, even 
larger than Britain’s, has entered the fray, 
The 
greater 
part 
of 
American 
naval 
s1renr>:h is engaged, for the time being, In 
the F a r East. But Germany may have built 
tho high hopes of winning the Battle of the 
Atlantic by diversion of Allied sea power 
bo the Pacific. 
There also is the element of air power 
Which did not exist in Napoleon’s time. And 
fin illy it must be remembered that, while 
Napoleon s retreat, from Moscow took place 
In the winter of 1812-13, 
abdication 
at 
F mtainebJeau and brief exile to Elba did 
toot come until the spring of 1814- and final 
defeat did not. come until Waterloo in the 
summer of 1815. 
History may have a way of repeating 
itself, but seldom, if ever, does history re­ 
peat, with an eye on the calendar. So it Is 
wise to counsel against relying on Napol­ 
eonic chronology to the extent of looking 
for a preliminary collapse of Hitler s em­ 
pire in the spring of 1943. with final and 
complete Nazi capitulation in the summer 
of 1944 — although it might just happen 
that way. 
How far is Saint Helena from the 
Berezina Ice?” 
It would be foolhardy to 
venture a prophetic answer. For the mo­

I* suffices to know that Hitler is 
I- m u re as Napoleon learned (again to 
quote Kipling on that score! that ‘ when 
you can't, go forward, you must e’en go 
bark.

I have Just talked w ith some ex ­ 
perts who were on the Pacific coost 
at the time war was' declared They 
bring back some stories which are 
highly Interesting and w hich I pass 
on to you for w hat they may be 
w orth. 
In the first place, it appears cer­ 
tain th a t Japanese planes definitely 
were over the coast of California.

could get to tile coast at all seems 
to have had the desired effect.

Tile con­ 
elet lug and confusing scare stories 
which are appearing in the news­ 
papers and needlessly riling every­ 
one up should be discontinued by 
them on their own initiative. The 
president did a swell job in his talk 
on th a t subject. 
T he rum or-m ongers had a field 
day. I got the following story from 
an eye-w itness: In tile m idst of a 
blackout a m an stood in front of a 
news stand shouting at the top of 
ids voice th at, "thousands of Ja p ­ 
anese planes are over P asadena and 
heading for Las Angeles." An alert 
arm y officer got a cop and had this 
m an arrested. The next day tile 
ow ner of the news -fund reported to 
arm y officials th a t Hie m an was not 
an employe of his, and th a t he had 
never seen him before and had not 
seen him since. This was no prank­ 
ster. T his is an obvious p a rt of H it­ 
le r’s tecluiique of destroying public 
confidence and morale by stirring 
up scares. 


In Ugly .Monster 


We m ust not forget for one m in­ 
ute th a t the Fifth Column of 1918 
wa.* a harm less in fan t com pared to 
the ugly m onster of 1941. in other 
words, th ere’s a lot more fire for the 
am ount of smoke this tim e than 
there was last time.

acted. 
A lter the sensational passage by 
the House, interest focused on what 
would happen in the Senate. In 
th a t body, the bill would ordinarily 
go first to tile. com m ittee on Labor 
and Education, headed by S enator 
Thom as, of U tah. It was felt tn at 
Senator Thom as, and a m ajority 
of his com m ittee, would probabh 
be relu ctan t to exjiediate any bul 
not desired by labor leaders. It. was 
felt also th a t the Senate leader. 
Mr. Barkley, of K entucky, would 
share this attitude. And it was felt 
th a t both reflected a sim ilar a tti­ 
tude on the p art of the A dm inistra­ 
tion. 


Indicative Remarks 


H ie feeling about Senator Thom as s 
com m ittee was brought out in an 
exchange of rem arks between him 
and Senator ConnaUy. of Texas. Mr. 
Coronally had introduced a labor 
bill of his own—and had prudently 
arranged th a t it be handled, not by 
the com m ittee on Labor, but by the 
Judiciary 
comm ittee. 
Alluding 
to 
this, and speaking in behalf of his 
own Labor comm ittee, Mr. Thom as 
said: 
"H ie 
Senator 
from 
Texas 
suggests Uiat we liave been la x .’ 
Senator C onnally replied th a t lie 
had not used the word “lax." But 
he added, cryptically and hum or­ 
ously, "As I ride along the road. I 
look across the fence and see a lot 
of gravestones.’’ S enator Connally 
m eant gravestones on bills having 
to do with labor which have lan ­ 
guished and died in Mr. Thom as's 
comm ittee. 
Because 
of 
this 
apprehension 
about the passible attitude of S e n a­ 
tor Thom as and his Labor com ­ 
m ittee, some pressure was put upon 
him, by senators who desired action 
on the House Labor bill, In response 
to this, Mr. Thom as said, on D ec­ 
ember 8. that he was willing *o 
expedite hearings on the House bill; 
lie said th a t Ids com m ittee "likely 
could lie ready" to m ake a report 
the following week 
However, during the ensuing week, 
all action in tile Senate or its Labor 
committee, on the House bill and all 
other bills dealing with strikes and 
labor unions, was suspended. 


Connally Deferent 


Tile reason was stated bv Senator 
Connally, in explaining why lie was 
willing that his own bill be held 
in abeyance. Mr. Connally was will­ 
ing, he said, in deference to “sugges­ 
tions m ade bv the com m ittee on 
Education and Labor, the leadership 
of the Senate, and the ad m in istra­ 
tion. 
Tile reason for the request for 
delay from these three sources, and 
hence for the complete suspension 
of all action on any labor bills, was 
that 
the president was about to 
take a step of his own Mr Roo 
-fit announced that lie was going to 


appom t an "Industry-L abor Con­ 
feren ce'' to lie made up of repre 
sen ta fives ut industry and represen­ 
tatives of labor. Tins conference, 
Mr. Roosevelt -aid he hojied, would 
arrive 
a t a voluntary 
agreement 
on labor relations. 


Mr Roosevelt, appointed (lie m em ­ 
bers of his conference—twelve from 
industry, twelve from labor, divided 
equally betw een CIO and AFL. He 
called them together December 17. 
He urged them to arrive at an agree­ 
m ent, "Jun a* speedily as you pos­ 
sible c a n - by tomorrow or Hie arx; 
dav." 


"Tomorrow ' 
was 
December 
13 
T h at day, the conierence sat. The;, 
sat again on the next day. But they 
did not arrive at an agreem ent, A* 
the clo.*e of the .second day. Decem­ 
ber 19. they said they would meet 
again the following week.

All Action Suspended 


Thus the situation stands at tilt* 
writing. In tile Senate, ail action 
upon the House bill or any other bill 
dealing w ith 'trikes and labor, if 
suspended.
